This program was preceded and followed by speeches 

and writings of Hitler, Rosenberg, Goebbels, Streicher 

and others, in which the "ideological" basis was 


developed for measures against the Jews.

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Among the innumerable statements made by the leaders-of the 
NSDAP, including some of the defendants, are the following: 
The defendant ROSENBERG advocated in 1920 the adoption of 
the following program concerning the Jews: 


"(1) The Jews are to be recognized as a (separate) nation 
living in Germany, irrespective of the religion they 
belong to. 


(2) a Jew is he whose parents on either side are nationally 
Jews. Anyone who has a Jewish husband or wif¢is 
henceforth a Jew. 


(3) Jews have no right to speak and write on or be active 
in German politics. 


(4) Jews have no right to hold public of ‘ices, or to serve 
in the Army either as soldiers or as officers, How- 
ever, their contribution of work may be considered. 


(5) Jews have no right to be leaders of cultural institutions 
of the state and community (theaters, galleries, etc.) 
or to be professors and teachers in German schools and 
universities. 


Jews have no right to be active in state or municipal 
commissions for examinations, control, censorship, etc. 
Jews have no right to represent the German Reich in 
economic treaties; they have no right to be represented 
in the directorate of state banks or communal credit 
establishments, 


Foreign Jews have no rizht to settle in Germany permanent- 
lye Their admission into the German political community 
is to be forbidden under all circumstances, 


(8) Zionism should be energetically supported in order to 
promote the departure of German Jews — in numbers to 
be det- rmined aunually ~ to Palestine or generally across 
the border."

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The boycott was devised on a demonstration of the sxtent 
to which the Nazi Party controlled its members and the German masses 
consequently, spontaneous action and physical violence were dis- 
couraged.

"The national-socialist leadership had 
declared: ‘The boycott is legal', and the 
government demands that the people permit that 
the boycott be carried out legally. We expect 
iron discipline. This must be for the whole 
world a wonderful show of unity and manly 
training. To those abroad who believe that we 
could not manage it, we want to show that we 
have the people in our hand."

This legislative activity, in addition to being the first step to- 
werds the climination of the Jews, served an "educational" purpose and was a 


further test the extent of control exerted by the Nazi Perty and regime over the 
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Dr. Achim Gercke, racial expert of the Ministry of the Interior,

stated: 


2904-PS "The laws are mainly educational and give direction, 
The aspect of the laws should not be underestimated. The 
entire nation is enlightened on the Jewish problem; it learns 
to understand that the national cemmunity is a blood commu- 
nity; it understands for the first time the racial idea, and 
is diverted from a too theoretical treatment of the Jewish 
problem and faced with the actual solution." 


It was clear, however, that the Nazi conspirators had a far more 
ambitious program in the Jewish problem and put off its realization for rea- 
sons of expediency. 

The above quoted Dr, Gercke stated: 


2904-PS "Nevertheless the laws published thus far cannot bring 
a final solution of the Jewish problem, because the time has not yet come 
for it, although the decre-s give the gen:ral direction and leave open 
the possibility of further developments, 


"It would be in every respect premature now to work out and 
publicly discuss plans to achieve more than can be achieved for the time 
being. However, one must point out a few basic principles so that the 
ideas which one desires and must have ripened will contain no mistakes e esses 


“all suggestions aiming at a permanent situation, at a stabili- 
zation of the status of the Jews in Germany do not solve the Jewish problem, 
because they do not detach the Jews from Germanys...» 


"Plans and programs must contain an aim pointing to the future 
and not merely consisting of the regulation of a momentarily uncomfortable 
situat ion." 


(c) After the usual propaganda barrage, in which the speeches and 


writings of the defendant Streicher were most prominent, the Nazi conspira- 


tore initiated the second period of anti-Jewish legislation (15 September 
1935 to September 1938). 

In this period the Jews were drorived of their full rights as 
citizens (First Nürnberg Law) and forbidden to marry “Yaryans" (Second 
Niirnberg Law). Further steps were taken to eliminate Jews from certain 
professions, and the groundwork was laid for the subsequent expropriation 
of the Jews, 

The Nürnberg Laws were hailed as the fulfilment of the Nazi 


Party progran.

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(a) In the autumn of 1938, within the framework of 
economic preparation for ageressive war and as an act of defience 
to world opinion, the Nazi conenirators began to put into effect 
a program of complete elimination of the Jews. 

The measures taken were pertly presented as retaliation 
ageinst "world Jewry" in connection with the killing of a German 
embassy official in Paris. Unlike the boycott action in April, 
1933, when care wes taken to avoid violence, an allegedly 
"spontaneous" pogrom was staged and carried out all over Germany 
on orders of Heydrich. 

The organized character of the pogrom is also obvious 
from the admissions of Heydrich and others at a meeting at the Air 
Ministry in Berlin.

The legislative measures which followed were discussed 


and apvroved in their final form at a meeting on 12 November 1938 


under the chairmanship of the defendant GOERING, with the participe- 


tion of the defendants FRICK and FUNK, and others.

called following Hitler's orders "requesting that the Jewish question 
be now, once end for all, coordinated. end solved one way or another". 
The participants agreed on measures to be taken "for the eliminetion 
of the Jew from German economy". Other possibilities such as the 
establishment of ghettos, stigmatizetion through speciel "insignia", 
end "the main problem, nemely to kick the Jew out of Germany" were 
elso discussed. All of these measures were leter onneted, as soon 


as material conditions permitted.

(e) Early in 1939 Hitler end the other Nezi conspirrtors decided 


to arrive at a "final solution of the Jewish problem". 

In connection with preparations for rggressive war, further 
consolidation of controls end removal of elements not belonging to the 
Volksgemeinschaft (racial community) were deemed necessary. The con- 
spiretors also rnticiprted the conquest of territories in Erstern Europe 
inhrbitrted by lerge numbers of Jews end the impossibility of forcing 
large-scale emigration in war-time. Hence, other, more drastic mersures 
became necessary. The emphasis in this veriod shifted from legisletive 


ects to police mersures. 
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On 24 Januery 1939 Heydrich was cherged with the mission 
of “arriving et r solution of the Jewish problem" 
710-PS, Letter from Goering to Heydrich. 
On 15 Janurry 1939 the defendent ROSENB"RG stated in e 
speech at Detmold; 


"For Germany the Jewish vroblem will be solved 
only when the lest Jew has left Germany." 


On 7 Februery 1939, Rosenberg apocaled to foreign nations 
to forget "ideologicel differences" end unite against the "rerl 
enemy" the Jew. He advoerted the crertion of a "reservetion" where the 
Jews of rll countries should be concentrated.

This law was a weak reflection of a factual situation already 


in existence. Dr. Wilhelm Stuckart, assistant to the defendant 


Frick, stated at that time: 


"The aim of the racial legistlation may be 
regarded as already achieved and consequently 
the racial legislation as. seséntially closed. 
It led to the temporary solution of the Jewish 
problem and at the same time prepared the final 
solution. Many regulations will lose their 
practical importance as Germany approaches the 
achievement of the final goal in the Jewish 
problem."
